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1. The abstract of the disclosiire is objected to because it refers to the purported merits of 
the invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. Claims 4, 5, 8-10, 19 and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: in 
claim 20, insert -an- after "A method for". In claim 19 insert -a- after "A method for". In 
claims 4, 5, 9 and 10, "kind of a" begs the question of what makes two things of the same "kind", 
hence "kind of a" should generally be canceled in these claims, although claim 9 would need 
rewording and claim 10 would need "monomers" in the second line made singular. In claim 8, 
second page, the open bracket looks like it should be at the beginning of the line following the 
first structure instead of two lines above it; in the fourth line after the structure change "an" to 
—the— since the aromatic ring must exist; hkewise with the third line on the following page. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, it is not clear what is meant by "physically carried"; is it simply entrained as 
in particles caught in filter paper? 

In claim 6, 1. 1-2, "the crosslinkable functional group" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 7, it is not clear what the basis is of the ratio in the first hne; is it weight, moles, 
volume, something else? 

In claim 8, end 1. 4 with -selected from the group consisting of- for closed Markush 
language, and in 1. 5 change "or" to -and— twice. Where applicant acts as his or her own 
lexicographer to specifically define a term of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the 
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written description must clearly redefine the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition so 
as to put one reasonably skilled in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that 
claim term. Process Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp,, 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 
1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term "Y" in claim 8 is used by the claim to mean "alkylene 
group", while the accepted meaning is "yttrium." The term is indefinite because the 
specification does not clearly redefine the term. On the second and third page of claim 8, it is 
not clear which of many is being referred to by "the above aryl group". At the bottom of p. 6 
"arylacyloxy group" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 17 it is not clear what is meant by "depositing". 

In claims 19 and 20 it is not really clear what type of compound is being made, i.e. what 
fimctional group is being made in the process recited, hence no good search is possible. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entiUed to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by each of 
Pittman, Jr. et al,, USP 4,258,206 (hereafter referred to as Pittman), Zoeller et al., USP 6,452,043 
(hereafter referred to as Zoeller), Corain et al., J. Mol. Catal A: Chemical, vol. 173 (2001), pp. 
99-1 15 (hereafter referred to as Kralik) and Reactive Polymers, vol. 15 (1991), pp. 135-145 
(hereafter referred to as Toshima). 

Pittman discloses the invention as claimed (abstract), as does Zoeller (abstract), Kralik 
(abstract) and Toshima (abstract).
